CONDITIONS MAY BE WORSE 


_ Mr. Lemass outlined. some of the 
inconveniences already suffered by 
everyone. These inconveniences, he 
said, although irritating, were bearable. 
The Government or the transport 
companies or their officials may have 
been blamed because the unprecedented 
difficulties of the companies were not 
appreciated. The inconvenience that 
they were suffering, and would suffer 
in the future, were’ due to shortages 
which were not of a temporary nature. 
They would last as long as the war 
lasted, and probably for years after- 
wards. The hope that lingered in 
everybody 's breast that some fortuitous 
circumstances would cause them to 
disappear had no foundation. - Condi- 
tions were unlikely to improve; thev 
would probably be worse before they 
got better 

‘Less than ten per cent. of the coal 
requirements could be produced at 
home, and for the remainder, over 
and above what coal might still be 
imported, they must depend on 
turf and native timber. When the 
present limited stocks of rubber are 
exhausted there will be a complete 
cessation of all kinds of motor 
transport. The maintenance of transport 
facilities by road and rail for turf, 
wheat, beet and other traffics is essen- 
tial to the avoidance of hardship, even 
famine. It is stopped, no amount of 
ingenuity or improvisation would avoid 
dislocation of the distribution - of 
essential supplies, which would inevit- 
ably cause famine conditions in many 
areas. : 


APPEAL TO PUBLIC 


At all costs, the road services must 
be kept functioning, and the first step 
would be to cut out all non-essential 
transport now. He asked all the public 
to assist voluntarily in this effort. “I 
am asking,” 
member of the public to help. All 
non-essential travelling by public road 
services must stop. Only thus ean you- 
ensure the delivery of the necessities of 
life to your own homes. 

Railway passenger services had 
already been reduced to one daily jour- 
ney each way on the main line, but up 
to the present it has’ been possible to 
maintain adequate road passenger ser- 
vices.

ANCIENT EARTHEN 


FOOD VESSEL 
MUSEUM DISCOVERY 


Regarded from the archeological 
point of view as a most important dis- 
covery, an ancient earthen food vessel, 


by the National Museum. - 

The vessel, bi-conical, about 6 inches 
high and almost as wide at the mouth, 
was found by Mr. Michael Clarke, 
Shancrock, Drumnaspic, Bailieborough, 
Co Cavan, who came upon 


in which it was buried while digging 
for, sand in a field near his home. 

The site has been examined by Mr. 
M. Duignan, of the National. Museum, 
who found that the vessel had been 
placed at the north .end, and outside, of 
a’ small stone grave, about three feet 
long. Unfortunately, the grave itself 
was destroyed in the excavation, and 
the cremation which it had contained 
was irretrievably lost. 

In view of the character of the food 
vessel, which, in its form and decora- 
tive style, is a substantial addition to 
the existing meagre evidence of a 
Halstatt infiuence in this country before 
the Celtic iron-age period, the destruc- 
tion of the grave is very regrettable. 
The vessel probably dates from 600 B.C. 

About 35 years ago another burial 
was found some 16 feet away from this 
site, but it, too, was completely 
destroyed.

““ The Board of Admiralty regrets to 
announce that the cruisers H.M.S. 
Dorsetshire (Captain A. W. 8. Agar, 
V.C., D.8.0., R.N.) and H.M.S. Corn- 
wall (Captain P: C. W. Manwaring, 
R.N.) have been sunk by Japanese air 
attacks in the Indian Ocean. It is 
known that more than 1,100 survivors, 
including the commanding officers of 
both ships, have been picked up. No 
further details are yet\ available. The 
next-of-kin will be informed as soon as 
possible. ’’ 

H.M.S. Dorsetshire (9,975 tons) was 
completed early in January, 1929, at 
Portsmouth dockyard. The Dorsetshire 
cost about £2,000,000. 

H.M.S. Cornwall (10,000 tons). as 
re-fitted, was one of the five Kent Class 
cruisers. She carried three aircraft. 

Captain Agar took over command of 
the Dorsetshire in August, 1941. He 
gained his V.C. during the attack on 
Kronstadt Harbour, m August, 1919. 
—(Press Association.) 


MERCHANTMEN LOST 


Recent Japanese naval and air 
attacks against shipping in the Bay of 
Bengal resulted in the Sinking of 
several merchant ships, says a com- 
muniqué in New Delhi, quoted by 
Reuter. Some 400 to 500 survivors 
from these ships have been landed at 
various points on the Orissa. coast. 
They are receiving all the necessary 


care: and attention 
made by ‘the lotal Government. 
The sinking by Japanese aircraft o 
two British cruisers and a further raid 
on Trincomalee, the main British naval 
base on the island of Ceylon, disclose, 
says Reuter, the Japanese plan to 
extend their command over these 
waters. Full control for the Japanese 
would lay open a great part of India 
to invasion. The 
cruisers and the official announcement, 
from New Delhi that several merchant 
ships had been sunk by recent Japanese 
naval air attacks in the Bay of Bengal 
represent serious blows at British naval 
strength in this area and against 
Allied lines of communication across 


it. 
THE JAPANESE - 
ADVANCE 


The number of merchant, ships sunk 
was not announced, but the total 
sufVivors—between 400 and 500—who 
have been landed on the Orissa coast, 
indicates a considerable loss. Tokyo 
claimed 20 merchantmenh. Since their 
declaration of war four months ago, 
the Japanese have moved geographi- 
cally steadily westward at an average 
rate of ten miles a day. The actual 
strength of the Japanese naval force 
now striking westward is unknown,.— 
(Reuter. ) 


ITALIAN CRUISER 
TORPEDOED 


The Admiralty communiqué telling 
of the sinking of the Italian cruiser is 
as follows :— 

“An Italian cruiser of 10,000 tons, 
armed with eight-inch guns, has been 
torpedoed and sunk in the Central 
Mediterranean by a submarine under 
the command of Lieutenant-Commander 
E. P. Tomkinson, D.8.0., R.N. The 
cruiser was escorted by destroyers and 
aircraft. Eight minutes after being 
hit by torpedoes, the Italian cruiser 
was heard to break up and sink. A 
destroyer was later seen picking up 
survivors,’’—(Press Association. )

“SOVIET TROOPS ARE 


FORGING AHEAD” 


k eire continues on many 
sectors of the Russo-German 
front.. Moscow claims that some in- 
habited places have been occupied, 
and the Germans state that all 
Russian attacks have been repelled. 

MOSCOW, Thursday. — “On the 
Kalinin front heavy fighting is going 
on on several sectors,’ says Red Star. 
““ Soviet troops are forging ahead, in- 
flicting severe losses on the enemy.’ On 
the south-western front heavy German 
counter-attacks have been going on 
for several days. However, neither the 
tanks nor aircraft brought here from 
other parts of the front and from their 
rear brought the mar any success. 
After suffering heavy losses in man- 
power, tanks and guns, the Germans 
decided to re-group their forces. They 
were not, however, permitted to do so, 
for Soviet troops pressing home their 
thrusts forced the enemy to abandon 
two important inhabited localities.’’ 

Mass tank attacks by the Russians 
will be employed against German re- 
formed panzer divisions in the spring. 

saye.r ‘Our Panzer-.txoops,. 
received excellent new 
machinés, have grown immeasurably. 
Soviet tank units will be the hammer 
which is destined to deal powerful 
blows.” ‘‘ Every man,” the newspaper 
adds, ‘‘ should know that our anti- 
tank rifle is stronger than the enemy 
tanks.

BERLIN, Thursday.—-The German

by tanks. Violent defensive fighting 
continued unremittingly all day. Ger- 
man dive-bombers, in the southern 
sector, again attacked the Donetz 
bridges, damaging several, »ehich de- 
layed the enemy 's bringifig up oí sup- 
plies. 


SOVIET COMMUNIQUE 


The Soviet midnight communiqué 
stated: ‘‘ During April 9 there was no 
change on the front. According to 
verified data, on April 7 63 German 
aircraft were destroyod, and not 51, as 
previously announced.” ' 

A supplement to the communiqué 
states that “ during April 8 Soviet 
airmen destroyed or damaged four 
tanks, 15 lorries with troops and war 
material, 60 trucks loaded with ammu- 
nition and 22 field and anti-aircraft 
puns An ammunition dump was 
slown up, and about two battalions of 
infantry were dispersed and partly 
annihilated. Units on the Western 
front, after heavy fighting, occupied 40 
German strong points: On a Kalinin 
front sector other units annihilated 
about 900 German officers and men.’’— 
(Reuter. ) 


NEXT MOVE IN LIBYA 
AWAITED 


According to statements in London, 
it is not yet clear whether Mershal 
Rommel’s recently increased activity in 
Libya is preliminary to an attack. In
